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ACKNOWLEDGEMENT OF TOLL BRIDGE EMPLOYEE
WHO WILL BE DEPUTIZED BY THE TAX ASSESSOR
COLLECTOR TO SELL 24 HOUR PERMIT

Mr. Tony Yzaguirre, County Tax Assessor-Collector, explained
that he had received numerous requests from Brokers wanting to sell twenty-four (24) hour trailer permits but that there were no
existing facilities at the Los Indios Bridge Area. He stated that the matter was discussed with the Bridge Systems Director and the
suggestion was made to deputize an employee in order for that person to sell the permits from the Los Indios Bridge.

Commissioner Matz reported on the activities at the County Airport and explained that repairs and maintenance were
needed at the Cameron County Airport for public safety.

At this time, Mr. Robert Steenbock, Vice President of Southwind Aviation, Incorporated, appeared before the Court and
explained that the Airport runway lights were not functioning in a manner conducive to the safety of the public and were not
visible due to high grass. He referred to the following "Grant Agreement" that specified the County's responsibility to provide for
the operation and maintenance of the Airport, and he presented the following Petition that expressed the concerns regarding the
poor conditions with the Airport lighting:

There was some discussion concerning the telephone quotes received for the lights at the Airport, the roof repairs and
the need to solicit bids for cutting the grass on an annual basis.
